| THAT the patito were trader at, Chicago | 
at the time of its evacuation by the American forces, 
and were in possession of a quantity of gunpowder 
and whiskey, which they had brought there for the 
purpose of selling. As. the longer possession of that 
post, daily surrounded with hostile Indians, became 
dangerous, the commanding officer resolved to eva- 
cuate the fort, and to destroy the public property ; 
and as the Indians were expected to take immediate 
possession of the place, major Heald advised the peti- 
tioners to permit their property to be also destroyed, 

‘in order to prevent it from falling into the hands of the 

enemy, which was accor dingly. done. The fort was 
evacuated and taken possession of by the Indians 
immediately. In order to assist the party to make 
their escape, a number of horses and mules were fur- 
nished by the petitioners, which were captured about 
two miles from the fort. 

Hor the destruction of the whiskey and cunpowder, 
and for the loss of the horses and mules, the petition- ire 
ers claim compensation.
